ILHIt 84.01 Applicabilidy. This chapter as authorized by s. 30.71, Stats.,
for the abatement of water pollution through control of the dlschal ge of
sewage from boats maintained or operated at any time upon the inland
or outlying waters of the state, defined in 5. 29.01 (4), Stats., shall be
applicable to any boat which is equipped with a foilet,

Note: Section 29.01 (4), Stats., provides: ““All waters within the jurisdiction of the state are
classified as follows: Lakes Superior and Michigan, Green Bay,; Sturgeon Bay, Sawyer '3 har-
bor and the Fox river {from its mouth up to the datn at De Pere are ‘outlying waters.” All other
waters, lnctudmg the bays, bayous, and sloughs of the Mississippi river bottoms, are ‘inland
waters.”

ILHR 84.02 Definitions, The following definitions shall apply in the in-
terpretation and enforcement of this chapter,

(1) “Department’’ means the department of mdustry, labor and
human relations,

(2) “Approved’’ means written approval from the department.

(3) “Boat’ means every description of watereraft, other than a sea-
plane, on the water, used or capable of being used as a means of transpor-
tation on water, s, 30.50 (1), Stats,

(4) “Deodorant” means a substance Or process whlch masks or de-
stroys offensive odor. . :

(5) “Holding tank” means a permanently installed container which
receives the dfscharge from one toilet or more and retains the sewage for
shore d:sposal

(6) “Mamtam and operate” means to moor and occupy or to nawgate,
steer, sail, row or otherwise to excerise physical controI over the use or
: mcvement of a boat, : _ .

() “Owner"” means the person who has lawiful possession of a boat by
virtue of legal title or equitable lnterest therein which entitles that per-
son to such possession.

(8) “Portable toilet”’ means a self-contained unit thh a ﬂushmg device
which retains sewage in a holding tank for disposal to a sewage system
acceptable to the department,
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(9) “Recirculating system’ means a holding tank with all necessary
appurtenances to provide for the recirculation of flushing liguid and for
the receiving, venting and shore removal of sewage.

(10) “Sealed” means making a toilet incapable of discharging sewage
into the waters upon which a boat is operated or moored.

(11) “Sewage” means human body wastes.

. {12) “Toilet” means any device, facility or installation designed or
constructed for use as a place for receiving sewage directly from the
human body.

ILHR 84,03 Petition for variance. The department shall consider and
may grant a variance toan administrative rule upon receipt ofafeeanda
completed petition for variance form from the owner, provided an
equivalent degree of safety is established in the petition for variance
which meets the intent of the rule being petitioned. The department may
impose specific conditions in a petition for variance to promote the pro-
tection of the health, safety and welfare of the employes or the public.
Violation of those.conditions under which the petition is granted consti-
tutes a violation of these rules. .

ILHR 84.05 Approval required. (I) GENERAL. Any prefabrlcated tank,
portable toilet or toilet proposed for-installation in boats used upon the
inland or outlying waters of the state shall receive the approval of the
departinent. The manufacturer of any prefabricated tank, portable toi-
let or toilet shall submit, in duplicate, plans and spec1ﬁcat:ons showing
construction details for such facility. The owner of-a ecustom built tank or
toilet shall similarly submit such details i in duplicate for approval prior
to instaliation. The department may require the submission of other in-
formation or the unit 1tself in the caseof a portable tmlet to complete its
review. .

{2y APPROVED UNIT LISTING. The department shall keep a current list
of approved prefabricated tanks, portable toilets and toilets for installa-

tion on hoats and shall provide a copy of such current list to the bureau of
